the latter Daughter to Philip IV. and 


Queen to Lews XIV. have always been 
eſteemed ſo clear, fo ample, and fo valid, 
that the bare reading of them, without any 
thing to back ir, has been ſufficient to con- 
firm all lovers of Juſtice in the ſanie Opi- 
nion. And though ſome Perſons may to 
fatishe their Curioſities have ſought for 
other Proofs, yet we cannot imagine that 
any Chriſtian or Honeſt Man can have fo 
little regard to the Rights of Humanity 
as to combat in the leaſt ſo many Con- 
ventions and Cenfirmations as have been 
of thoſe "Treaties. Moreover the ſame 
moſt Chriſtian *King, fince the War he 
engag'd in after the Death of Philip IV. 
. againſt ſome Provinces of the Spaniſo 
Netherlands was ended, has often ſeem'd 
to acknowledge the validity of thoſe'Re- 
xuncjations, and likewiſe to ave laid aſide

afſerred the faid Right, it had been the 


Duty of all Men, under the Protection of 


the Almizhty, to have endeavour'd'to have 


zreveng'd this common Injury, and to have 


eſtabliſh'd the Publick Safety in this ex- 


treme Danger whercunto it is reduc'd. All 


heſe things are ſo well known to ſuch as 
do not wholly neglect the Publick Affairs, 
or have not ſtray d from the Dictates of 
their Conſciences, through an infamous 


mutability ot Mind, that we ſcaree think 


we have any farther occaſion to prove the 
unjuſt Proceedings of the French, or that 
the moſt Serene +Houſe of Huſtria has the 
neareſt Right to the Succeſſion of Spain, 


either through Conſanguinity or Alliance. 


But for fear it ſhould happen that ſome 
Circumſtances, very neceflary ro be 
known, ſhould not have yet come to the 
knowledge of every body, for we muſt 
in this Affair have regard to all Mankind 


now living, and to Poſterity after us, We 
hall plainly ſet forth our whole Caſe 
thereby to eternize the Juſtice of our Pre- 


Alſo that the moſt Chriſtian p 
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they are capable of it, both the Pench 
and their Adherents. We moreover pro- 
ofe hereby to awaken thoſe that are al- 
ready fallen into their Snares, and hope 


when we have made them fully ſenſible 


of their Condition, to occaſion them to 


deliver themſelves. 


The better and ſooner to effect this, we 
ſhall firſt lay down as a Fundamental, that 
ever ſincę Civil Government has been 
introduced, among Men, the beſt fort has 
been found to have been that of amnarchy; 
and that likewiſe from its Original every 
Nation, enclinable to that kind of Go- 
vernment, has been at liberty to <gnfer 
that Truſt either upon one ſingle Perſon, 
or both upon him his Heirs; but 
tho the Succeſſion of the Royal Line 
has been thus Eſtabliſhed, whether with 
Excluſion ofthe Heirs Females, and thoſe 
that claim under them, or Admiſſion of 
them; or with addition of any other Con- 
ditions, relating to the Perſons Reigning, 
as to their Birth, Eſtate, Marriage, or 
manner of Goverfung: Yet it is evident, 
that the ſame Form of Sacceſhon may be 


altered, by the mutual Conſent of the 


Perſon Reigning , and his Preſumptive 
Survivors. Now no King or People, nei- 
ther can, or ought, ra deprive any Mem- 
ber of the Royal Family, without his 
conſent, of the right of Succeſſion which 
he has inherited by Birth. Moreover, 
ir would be moſt unreaſonable, to think 
that any Prince or States that are in War 
with each other, ſhould have a power 
to part wirh any Provinces or Kingdoms 
barely for Peace fake, tho? there were no 
hopes of maintaining them; and which 
has never been violated, but Ruin, and a 
Publick Execration of the faint-hearted 
Perſon has enſu'd. In like manner it ap- 
pears, by the Cuſtoms of all Ages, thar 
a King may acquire other Kingdoms and 
States, providing they be United and Sub-

Eminciations of Daughters are no leſs repug- 


nant to that than to Fuſtice, ſince they ought 
to be ſatisfied with their Portions, without 
being able to expect or demand any Thing 
From the Paternal Eſtates ; wherefore ſuch Re- 


nunciations were not admitted by the Roman 


Law; That ti, true Pope Boniface VIII. 
had confirm'd the ſame, when they were ſworn, 
provided they were not fraudulent or violently 


extorted; but that under pretence of maintain- 


ing the Oath, he really did it for his own Ad- 
vantage, and in order to extend the Pontifical 
Authority to the Eſtates of others, not with- 
gut gaining an ill name by it every where.

than the French Writers would adapt here 


the Decrees of the Popes : Bur it would be 
abſurd ro mention the things which have 
been put in to validate the Diſpoſition of 
the Contracting Parties, or rather which 


have been taken away to deſtroy it., On 


the contrary, we muſt conſider, (as the 


ſelves) the Statute made in every Kingdom 
concerning the Succeſſion, by thoſe who had 
Power and Authority to make it, and what 
has been tranſacted for the mutual Good 
of the People, and the common repoſe 
between Kings or Princes, who are, ſub- 
ject to none but God, and by the con- 
tent of the People, whoſe Succeſſion is 

in 
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in Queſtion: As ir ' ſuffices © for that 
Purpoſe: to be of an Age capable of hu- 
mane Actions, and ſuch as is convenient 
for the Royal Dignity, both in Spain 


and France, without mentioning that which 


is accounted in ſeveral Places of the Mon- 
archy of Spain, capable to adminiſter Fami- 
ly Concerns, and which the Antients cal- 
led, an Age next to; ſtrong Youth, the Age 
of the Infanta Maria Thereſa, at the time 
of her Marriage, may eaſily be gather'd 
from the Forms of the Renunciations. It 
has been lawful for France and other King- 
goms, nay, for leſſer States, and Families, 
as often as they thought it convenient for 
their Intereſts, to change the Manner re- 
ceivd of old, as well of rhe Election 
as Succeſſion, and by Laws, even by 
Treaties, (where they could be made with- 
out taking away the 'Right belonging to 
others againſt their Mill) and by Wills 
to unite, as it were, into one Maſs, and 
incorporate all the Eftates or Provinces 
they poſſeſs d. altho they were before 
under different Juriſdidtions, and aequit'd 


by different Succeſſions; and by other Ti- 


tles not only to exclude from all and every 
one of them, without Diſtinction, the younger 
Sons, by an Aſſignment of a Stipend, or 
inſtead thereof by Appanages, but allo to 
exclude the Females and their Poſterity 
for ever, allowing them a rea ſonable Por- 
tion: or to order and ſettle the Succeſſion 
upon other Conditions. France had made 
uſe of this Right againſt Spain, and againſt 
other Kingdoms and States and their Prin- 


ces, even by expreſs Renunciations made 


from Time ro Time by her Daughters, 
more particularly in the Contract of Mar- 
riage of Elizabeth de Bourbon, firſt Wife to 
Philip IX. King of Spain, who was for ever 
excluded, with all her Children and De- 
ſcendants by that Marriage, from the Suc- 
ceſſion in all her paternal Kingdoms and 
Seignories; and even from thoſe, in which, 
after the Extinction of the Males, the Fe- 
males have Right to Succeed ; as alſo from 
all the Inheritance of the Queen of France 


her Mother. Now why is. it not, or bas it 
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not been lawful ſor Spain to do the ſame, 
againſt France? Since Spain was not only 
enclin'd to ir, but fore,” not by one, but 
ſeveral cogent Reaſons, both publick and 
private, principally itt order to tranſmit by 
a compact and undivided Succeſſion, to 
Poſterity, the many States and Kingdoms 
ſhe poſſeſſes, and ſo. to exclude from all and 
every one of them, the Daughters of her 
Kings, who ſhould Mary in France, with 
all their Poſteriry, wherher Male or Female. 
The Law of Natute is very far from pre- 


{cribing any thing, which ought ccnftantly | 
to be obſery'd concerning the Inberitances 


of Parents, Brothers, or other Relations; 


neither are the Contracts aud Laws which 


ſettle the manner of Inheriting, at all con- 
trary to the Law of Nature, ſince every 
Body agrees that that Law lays no farther 
Obligation upon the Parents towards their 
Children, than barely to give em Education 
and Food; as for the Divine Law, pro- 
claim'd ro rhe Iſraelites, it not only ex- 
cludes the Daughters from the Kingdom 
and publick Patrimony; bur even in pri 
vate Succeſſions it gives the Principal Right 
to the Males. The Ancient Romans have 
been yer much more Rigid, who beſides 
the moſt ancient Rights of Acquifitions, 
which they had retaind, and the other 
Rights of paternal Authority, as well as 
the Full- Power of Emancipations from a 
Family, and the Removing for ever the 
Women from all publick Employments, by 
a Law made at the perſuaſion of Cato, made 
the ſaid Women incapable of Inheriting, inſo- 
much that neither the Decree of the Cenlors 


could enritle a Virgin or a Woman to any In- 


herirance, nor the Father himſelf conſtitute his 
only Daugher his Heir, even in the Time 
when the Power of making Legacies, or Diſ- 
poſe of the Eſtate, by Will, was entirely lodg- 
ed in the Father. Tis true this ſeverity Was 
mitigated and ſoftned from time to time, 
bowever in what concerns Inheritances, the 


Women and their Deſcendants have ever 


been worſe treated than the Males and their 
Poſterity, till at length a Way being open d 
to the Females, not to Adminiſter the Em- 


pire, 
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pire, or to bear publick Offices in the Com- 
mon- wealth, but to have a fhare in private 
flaberitances, the differences of Sexes in 
—_—_ Children under Guardianſhip was taken 
ay. Nevertheleſs it was lawful. for a 
—_ Soldicr ro make a Will inofficious «or diſ- 
_ advantageous to his Male Children, whe- 
mer by a military or civil Right, as he 
W thought fir, and then the Children could 
not complain, altho' their Father had left 
dem nothing; wherefore, by a ſtronger 
KReaſon, Fathers had Power to exclude 
and difinheric their Daughters. Tis Suf- 
fg ciently known, without inſtancing in Par- 
| ticulars, bow various, after the inſtitution 
of Fiefs, the ways of Succeeding in them 
have been among ſeveral Nations, and how 
= much the Power of Women has been li- 
mited, particularly in the Fiefs deriv'd 
= from the Empire, which evidently demon- 
_ ſtrates that the Law of Nature was never 
made ule of in this matter. Were it not 
for the Truth of this Poſition, the Laws 
and cuſtoms, which as well in ſeveral other 
Countries, as in Scily and Tah, and namely 
in the Dutchy of Milan, deprive Travel- 
lers, Aliens and Children born out of that 
State, of private Succeſſions; ſuch Laws, 
I ſay, would nor be exempt from Crime; 
at leaſt the Rapaciouſneſs of the French, 
= which is known all over the World, would 
not be excuſable in relirion to thoſe In- 
beritances, which their Exchequer claims as 
= Eſcheats, except in ihoſt places where the 
greater and more frequent Advantage, 
Which they daily reap from Traffick, or 
any other particular Conveniency has ex- 
extorted ſome Moderation from them. 
During ſome time Agreements made about 
the Inheritance of Perſons living, have been 
5 
cauſe they excited the deſire of their Death; 
Imean ſuch agreements only as were made 
without te knowledge or againſt the Will 
of the Perſon on whom the Inheritance de- 


= pcnded, becauſe they robb'd him of the 


Y \þ ower of making his Will; but not ſuch 
were made wirh bis Conſent, and whilft 
bea perſever'd in che ſame Intentions till he 


reputed immoral by {ome Roman Laws, be- 
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died; no more than thoſe which were made 
amongſt Soldiers by a ſpecial Favour of the 
Roman Princes, or thoſe by which an Iahe- 
ritance Was abdicated. Nay a great deal 
more has been granted in Succeeding Times, 
fag Fiefs have not only been made over, 
or yielded amongſt living Perſons to others 
comptehended in the firſt inveſtiture, and 
which theſe were ever able to receive; but 
other Eſtates with their dependencies are 
now a days us d to be reſign d, transferr d, 
made over and purchasd by Agreements 
and Contracts, as well of Marriage as 
otherwiſe, particularly amongſt illuſtrious 
Perſons. There are large Volumes wrir 
by ſome of the French Civilians of the 
firſt Rate, whereby it appears, that in 
France, as well as in other Countries, even 
among the Gentry, the Birth-Right of the 
Males takes place, as well as the Renoun- 
ciations of the Females, which is the main 
ſupport of noble Families. It's plain al (o 
from the Opinions of the ſaid Civilians, 
that the Sovereign Sentences of France have 
decided more than once, that ſuch Renun- 
ctations, even amongſt private Perſons, can- 
not be made void, either becauſe f- the 
Minority of Age, or by reaſon of an enor- 
mous Grievance; particularly if they tend 
to the Preſervation of Illuſtrious Families, 
or noble private Houles. It is fully declar d 
by the Roman Canons and Conſtitutons 
that the Oaths of Women under Age, ought 


to be kept and accompliſni d, as well as others, 


when chey may be kept without danger of 
eternal Damnation; and "is Perfidiouſneſs 


and Perjury when a Minor, under Pre- 


rence of his Age, endeavours to retract the 
Oath he had made about his own Concerns, 
or only requires to be abſolyd from it, 
and that therefore he ought not to be heard. 
Bur rho' we ſhould admit in certain Caſes, 
either with Reſpect'ro Princes or- privates 
Perſons, the Nullity of a Renunciarion, 
becauſe of the ſmalneſs. of the Portion, 
nevertheleſs in our preſent Caſe, Regard 
muſt not be had to the ſum,of the Portion, 
altho it has been greater than any Spain 
ever gave, beſides What was at that Time, 
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or given 20 the Inf 2 Mares The- 
reſat but becauſe of rhe Gale by the Pi-

French, was not paid by the Spaniards at 
rhe. appointed Day, or afterwards, but 
however tis France that is in Fault, be- 


cauſe the Deed of Rati ſication which ought * 


to have been made by the King and 

gen of France, immediarely afrer the 
Celebration of their Marriage, was not 
made before the Day of the Tender of 
the Portion, as was ſtipulated by the Trea- 
ties, nor that of the Renunciation, (which 
was to be reiterared, and regiſtred in 
the publick Records of the Parliament of 
Paris ) was it deliver d to King Philip till 
his Death; neither as the French themſelves 
acknowledge, the Promis d Ratification, 
repeated Renunciation, nor the Reg iſtring 

the ſame have been perform'd ; but in- 
ſtead of that, the invaſion of Flanders was 
preferr'd to the Porion, which King Philip 
IV. had offer'd of his own accord by his 
laft Will. And this Omiſſion of France, or 
rather, (as it appears plainly by the Writ- 
ings of the French) this long before pre- 
meditated FRAUD, the VIOLATION OF 
AN OATH wickedly concerred, and the 
VIOLENT INTRUSION into t he Eſtate 
of another, ought in no wile ro be advan- 
tageous to France, or prejudicial to Spain. 
And tho' by a moſt ſevere, thar is moſt 
unequal and diſadvantageous Conſtruction, 
ſeme thing might be laid to the charge of 
Spain, ( which however, all circumſtances 
conſider d, even thoſe who make ir their 
ſtudy to cavil about Words and Syllables; 
and who in contrad iction to Equity traduce 
all Men's Actions, cannot do without bring- 


ing Confuſion upon themſelves.) the daily

 F Aving underſtood by the Reſult of ſeveral 
H Conferences which I have had with my 
Miniſters of State and Fuſtice, that the Rea- 
fon of the Renunciation of the Infanta's Anna 
and Maria Thereſa Queens of France, ny 
Aunt and Siſter, of the Succeſſion of theſe 
Kingdoms, was to avoid the inconveniency of 
their being united to rhe Kingdom of France ; 
and that that fundamental Motive coming to 
ceaſe, the Right of Succeſſion ſubſiſts in the 
Perſon of him that is next a Kin, accord- 
ing to the Laws of theſe Kingdoms, which 
happens at preſent in the ſecond Son of the 
Dauphin of France, in caſe I die without 
Iſſue ; wherefore accommodating my ſelf- to 
the ſaid Laws, I declare the Duke of Anjou 


my Succeſſor, and as ſuch T call him to the 


Succeſſion, of all my Kingdoms without any 
Exception; and order all my Subjects and Vaſ- 
fals, That in caſe God call me to him without 
lawful Iſſue, they ſhould own and acknowledge 
him as their King and Natural Lord, and 
that they give him without any delay, the actu- 
al Poſſeſſion. of the ſaid Kingdoms, after his

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No Man can read or hear theſe Things confuting and rejecting the former pre- 


tenſions of the French That the Reaſon of 
the Renunciation of the Infanta's Anna and 
Maria Thereſa, Ge. (which Reaſon, accord- 
ing to him is ſtill valid, and oughr in no 
manner to be queſtion d or laid afide}) was 
only founded on the danger of the Union of the 
Monarchy of Spain to that of France. Never- 
theleſs both his Grand-father and Farher, 
with the Approbation and Applauſe of the 
whole Kingdom, and even of the whole 
Univerſe, as the Frenth Writers themſelves 
do own, in the Contracts of Marriage, and 


_ elſewhere, do expreſly ſay, That twas not 


only to prevent the Union, and avoid all 
occaſions that tended that way, but like- 


wiſe to maintain the equality of the Suc- 


ceſſion between both Kingdoms; and that 
beſides the other Reaſons above-mention'd, 
there had been others, which had induc'd 
them to ſettle the Excluſion. Certainly if 
the Reaſon of avoiding the Union had 

5 it would never have 
been of any force to exclude the Daugh- 
ters of France and their Iſſue from the 
Succeſſion ef Spain, ſince they are no 
leſs excluded from the Kingdoms of Spain 
than the Males of France. King Charles 
goes on thus: And having conſider d that 
that fundamental Motive ceas'd, the Right 
of Succeſſion ſubfiſted in the Perſon of him 
that is next a Kin, according to the Laws 


. of Spain, which happens at preſent in the 


ſecond and third Sant of the Dauphin; to 
wit, becauſe others before them are cal- 


led ro the Succeſſion of France, and the 
e Provinces, which be- 


Reaſon of the ſaid Law it ſelf ought to 
ceaſe. Bur who did ever admit that ge- 
neral Right of Succeflion, where ſeverdl 
Reaſons concur-in the. making of a Law, 
which, ro judge of the preſent Caſe by 
the ſaid Law, do not all ceaſe? Or who 
will venture to affirm that the ſaid Fear 
of Union is remote from the ſecond and 
third Son of the Dauphin? Laſtly, what 
will they anſwer to the Father and Grand- 


father, who without Controverſy were the 


beſt Interpreters of their own Will, and 


of the ſaid Contracts and Laws they made;

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dr rather what can they anſwer without 
Calumny and Impiety to both the Con- 
tracting Parties, who have clearly ex- 
preſs d in the Contracts of Marriage, and 
* elſewhere, That all the Children and Deſ- 
cendants, Male or Female, of the Infanta's 
married: in France, ought to be excluded, 
and reputed excluded, tho they or any of 
them would, or ſhould pretend, that the 
Reaſons expreſt, or others, on which the 
ſaid Excluſion might be founded, ought and 
could not be regarded in their Perſons. As 
for the reſt we do not deny but that the 
Laws of Spain, concerning the Succeſſion 
of the Crown oughr ro be obſerv'd, nor 
do we found our Right upon their Pre- 
ſcriprion, but we maintain at the ſame 
time, that the new may be derogatory 
to the old, and that theſe new Laws, 
are not only containgd in the Contracts 
of Marriage, according to the expreſs 
Words therein mention d, of conſtant and 
for. ever firm-Law, but alſo lodg d in the 
new Regiſter of the Laws of Spain, pub- 
liſhed in the latter Aſſemblies of the States 
of the Kingdom. I Is therefore moſt 
wrongfully, and contrary. to the Tenor 
of thoſe Laws that Charles continues thus: 
That for that Reaſon, if be ſhould die with- 
out Iſſue, he called to the Succeſſion of bis 
Kingdoms the Duke of Anjou, the Dauphin's 
Second Son, and in caſe the ſaid Duke of An- 
jou ſhould die, the Duke of Berry, the Dau- 
phin's third Son; fince by theſe very Laws, 
not once, bur ſeveral times, the Infanta's 
themſelves, not only their Marriage in 
France ſubſiſting, but even after its Diſſo- 
lution, not without Children, and all their 
French Iſſue, Male and Female, and their 
Deſcendants firſt, ſecond, third and fourth 
born, and all of them ad infinitum, with- - 
out any Diſtinction of Degree, tho the 
whole Line, Maſculine or other, of the Ca- 
#holick Kings then in being, or their Succeſſors, 
at any time hereafter ſhould happen to be ex- 
tinct. without any exception of any Caſes known. 
or unknown. of Time, manner of Form, are 
excluded and declar d excluded. from all the 
Parts of the Monarchy of Spain, preſent, paſt 


ſees, that the not admitting another way

ations? We may rather infer, according 
to the fame Rule of Right and Equity, 
alledg'd by King Charles, That tho that 
Diſpoſition or Declaration had been in 
his Power, (as tis plain it was not, by 
the Contrary Wills of the Father and 
Grand-Father, by ſo many oppoſite Laws, 
and Agreements Sworn, and confirm'd by 
the Apoſtolick See) he would not have been 
willing ro make it Valid, if he had clearly 

underſtood, that the Reaſon he alledg'd, if 
and upon which alone the Declaration: 
was founded, did not clearly Subſiſt, and 
therefore neither the Duke of Anjou nor 
the Duke of Berry ought to be reputed by ll 


him call'd. 


What is yet moſt abſurd, and moſt un- 
Juſt of all, is, That the Arch Dube ſecond) 
Son to the Emperor is call d with the Ex 
cluſion of the Eldeſt, the King of the Ro- 
mans, and his Tſjue, for the Rea'on before 
mention'd, and to preſerve a Ballance, and 
the Daughter of. Aufria are abſolutely o- 
mitted, by ſubſtituting in their ſtead, the 


Dule of Savoy and his Iſſue, in caſe the 


Arch Due (hould die, We allo reckon that 
Duke among the lawfui Succeffors row 
Spain, but after the Houſe of Auſtria, % 
and therefore we maintain likewiſe that 
they have wrong d him, by prefering to him 
two Princes of France, who ought to be, 
as they really are excluded.
